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MISOURI’S FIRST FEDERAL AP- 
POINTMEN!*. 
The appointment of C. C. Madison 
to be United States District Attorney 
for the Western District of Missouri, 
which was sent to the senate for the 
second time Friday by President Har­ 
ding, has brought to a head a row in 
the republican party of the state that 
has been simmering since the question 
of federal 
patronage 
for 
Missouri 
came to the fore immediately follow­ 
ing the election. 
Already the Kansas City Star, or­ 
gan of that faction of the party that 
opposed 
Madison, has launched a 
broadside of criticism of the president 
for bis action and seemingly is endea­ 
voring to start a movement of oppo­ 
sition to the administration, that, if 
followed to its logical sequence may 
result in that newspaper being in the 
future as bitterly antagonistic to Har­ 
ding as it was to Wilson through all 
his eight years of service to his coun­ 
try. 
Bitterness but slightly describes the 
tone of the editorial in which it seeks 
to arouse the fighting spirit of “the 
men and women who made the great 
fight against the bi-partisan machine, 
against the fraud 
mob 
primaries, 
against the mustard gas tactics of the 
old crowd.” 
It classes Mr. Madison 
with “the old crowd” which it accus­ 
es of all these atrocities and sounds a 
warning that his appointment is the 
first step of the “old guard” to regain 
control of the party machinery in the 
state.

Beautiful Walden Pond Chiefly Noted 
as One-Time Home of the 
Noted Phlloeopher. 


For 
some 
two years and 
three 
months Thoreau lived beside Walden 
pond, and “Walden” is probably the 
hest known and characteristic of his 
works. 
At what time did the era of 
snobbery In nomenclature begin in 
Massachusetts and turn so many good 
old ponds into “lakes” : Walden pond 
was duly made “Lake” Walden. 
It 
is about a mile south of Concord and 
must look as Thoreau used to see it, 
remarks the New York Times. 
The scenery of Walden is on a hum­ 
ble scale, and, although very beauti­ 
ful, does not approach to grandeur, 
nor can it much concern one who has 
not long frequented it or lived by its 
shore; yet this pond is so remarkable 
for its depth and purity as to merit a 
particular description. 
It is a clear 
and deep green well, half a mile long 
and a mile and three-quarters in cir­ 
cumference, and contains about 61 Vt 
acres; a perennial spring in the midst 
of pine and oak woods, without any 
visible inlet or outlet except by the 
clouds and evaporation. The surround­ 
ing hills rise abruptly from the water 
to the height of 40 to 80 feet, though 
on the southeast and east they attain 
to about 150 feet respectively within 
a quarter and a third of a mile. They 
are exclusively woodland.

AMERICANISM BILLS GET 0. K. 


Three Measures Written by the Amer 
lean Legion Become Laws In 
Oklahoma, June 25. 


Three Americanism bills written by 
the American Legion and introduced 
in the Oklahoma state legislature at 
the request of that organization, have 
been passed by the state lawmaking 
body, signed by Governor Robertson 
and will become laws on June 25. 
House bill No. 383 provides that 
the American flag shall be displayed 
at all times in every school room in 
the state—public, private and denomi­ 
national—and that pupils 
shall 
be 
taught proper respect and reverence 
for it by the state school superintend 
ent. 
A penalty is provided for viola­ 
tion. 
American history and civil govern­ 
ment are made compulsory subjects 
for study in all schools of the state 
under house bill No. 384. 
High schools, colleges, universities 
and normal schools must require at 
least one full year's work in Ameri­ 
can history and civics of each student 
graduated. 
In the future, each teacher who is 
granted a certificate to teach in Okla­ 
homa must subscribe to an oath of 
allegiance to the constitution of the 
.United States and of the state of 
Oklahoma under the term? of house 
bill No. 389. Teachers found guilty 
of public statements against the flag 
or country shall have their certificates 
revoked. 
The bills have been widely praised 
In the Oklahoma press and have been 
made a pari: of the national American­ 
ism program of the American Legion.
